I gave it to her on a 
cloth and she slept peacefully. I w’ent 
back to St. Cloud for more chloro­ 
form, and when the effect of the first 
dose passed away I gave her more. 
She passed out quietly, peacefully 
just at dusk. 
“ My 
conscience is clear. 
Every 
tome I gave her 
chloroform I asked 
her if she did not want to wait and 
try to fight, but she begged me to 
give her the drug. She wanted us to 
do as we did.”

A century from now, 
when they come to count up the life 
and adventures of Lajoie, this sim­ 
ple sum m ary should suffice. 
They 
named a big league ball club after 
him. %Tust a t present, while the gent 
is strictly alive, it is as well to m en­ 
tion in these advices a few trifling 
details in connection with his career, 
for a word to the m an who is quick 
is more valued th a n a volume to the 
man who is dead. 
W herefore let us not conceal the 
fart th at Napoleon Lajoie, prophet­ 
ically nam ed by farsighted parents, 
stands out as far and away in ad­ 
vance of other batting m arvels as a 
modern arr lamp leads 
a 
parlor 
match. F o r thirteen years he batted 
better than .300. In 1901, 3, 4. 5, he 
led the American league in the use 
of the axe handle. You can take ten 
of his batting years and add them up 
and divide for an average and you'll 
get a percentage of .3 70. Or you can 
take an individual 
year and see 
where he drew down a m ark of .422. 
Besides, you can 
look 
over his 
fielding record for second, base ac­ 
tivities, w ithout danger of finding 
something th a t won’t harmonize with 
his batting perfection. In 
1 9 0 1 he 
led the American league with a per­ 
centage of .963. The fellowing year, 
he b rought joy to the hearts of the 
Cleveland fans by the masterly m a n ­ 
ner in which he guarded his terri­ 


tory, and again he led the league 
with a fielding figure of .974. In! 
1905, our gentlem an was at his fie ld -J 
ing best. He romped away with the 
big honors, scoring the record b re a k ­ 
ing percentage of .991, o u t of a pos­ 
sible thousand. This is a high level 
which has never been approximated 
by any 
player in either of the big 
leagues since organized baseball has 
existed. 
Lajoie was born in Rhode Island, 
and long ago a marvelling and appre­ 
ciative populace would have made 
him senator if they could have Jound 
something else for 
Aldrich to do. 
But perhaps Nap has been m ore con­ 
genially placed in his baseball posi­ 
tion. You never heard of any baseball 
clubs being nam ed Nelson, because 
Aldrich was a .300 hitter, did you? 
But they’ve been calling the Cleve­ 
land team by L ajoie’s first n am e for 
a decade, or som ething like that. The 
“ Naps" glory, eh? 
You first hear anything of conse­ 
quence about Lajoie in connection 
with the Fall River team, where he 
caught for a spell in the nineties. 
Even in those days he was a wiz, and 
it is no wonder Fall River fell for 
him. Of course the big league heard 
about him, and whisked him away to 
the wider fields, and there he cut out 
his own work for himself and gov­ 
erned himself by nobody’s precedent. 
His batting ability soon made him 
a popular idol, and in Philadelphia 
and later in Cleveland he w-as all the 
aces, so far as the crowds could ac­ 
claim.
